This is Profes- 
sor Burke, a dedicated teacher of men and a true Catholic gentleman in the service 
of God. It is for these reasons that we, The Class of 1959, gratefully dedicate the 
Shield to Mr. Burke.

On December 18th and 19th St. Michael’s hosted its 
second annual Christmas Invitational Tournament. 
Participating in this year’s affair were LeMoyne College 
of Syracuse, Assumption College, University of Ver- 
mont, and our own St. Michael’s. 

The first round of the two day tourney found UVM 
pitted against Assumption while the Purple Knights 
tangled with LeMoyne. Vermont, showing mid-season 
form, easily slipped by the Massachusetts club in the 
lid lifter, while in the nitecap, the Jacobmen were 
pushed to their limit before overcoming LeMoyne 
71-63.
